002. His tenure at Potomac State College of West Virginia University spanned 
24 years. Professor Starcher was known as someone who went beyond teaching 
and academic advising—he was a father figure to many students. 


Well-known for his horticulture knowledge throughout the Northeast, Starcher 
was active in agriculture student housing and with the living-learning program in 
Reynolds Hall. 


Professor Starcher was also an avid outdoorsman and bow hunter. He taught a 
bow hunters class to students, making bow hunting possible on campus property. 


Mr, Starcher taught Ag/Forestry orientation, plant science, greenhouse and nurs- 
ery management, trees and shrubs, turf management, and floral design. A gradu- 
ate of West Virginia University, he had worked in private industries, including 
the former Mountaineer Greenhouse, prior to coming to Potomac State.
